abotra Thouſand of the Rebels Killd, and near as many 
brought priſoners to 7relapd, and the reſt arc wholly difper- 
{ed : His Grace was joyfully received at Edexburg, and ha- 
ving inſo few days diſpatcht this mighty Work, and ſctled 
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Gree 
Inhole: Tongues ; 'ris bes 
rhout any confiderable help 
or reaching, was ſcarce over known before, forhat it may 
looks upon as one gf the prodigies of this Age, ah 
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
